2. (Original) The process according to Claim 1, wherein the reaction is conducted in the 
co-presence of water.

6. (Original) The process according to Claim 1, wherein Ar in the formulae (1) and (4) is 
an aromatic group or a heteroaromatic group which may be substituted by at least one group 
selected from the group consisting of a lower alkyl, a lower alkoxyl, a hydroxyl, -OR\ an amino, 
-NHR* -NR y 2, halogen and a phenyl optionally substituted by halogen(s), 

wherein R x represents a protective group of hydroxyl and R y represents a protective group of 
amino. 
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7. (Original) The process according to Claim 1, wherein Ar in the formulae (1) and (4) is 
an optionally substituted phenyl. 



8. (Original) The process according to Claim 1, wherein Ar in the formulae (1) and (4) is 
an optionally substituted indolyl. 

9. (Original) The process according to Claim 1, wherein the compound of the formula 
(1) is a compound of the formula (5) 




wherein R 1 represents a phenyl optionally substituted by halogen(s), a hydrogen or an alkyl and 
R 2 represents an alkyl or a phenyl optionally substituted by halogen(s), and 
the compound of the formula (4) is a compound of the formula (6)
